Vines trained on the Chaintre andGui 


zot systems in this valley, are carryiui, 
their fruit almo-l pcrlectly this season

•raped, which extend along the stalk 
.ustead of Iteing massed in the crotch o 
he vine, as in ordinary stump pruning 
The vines should be supportrd from Hi 
ground on pegs, or a light frame worl 
aths.
